This action was voluntary on the

ment corporation on December 19. 
1950,’* a company spokesman said

Code Is Killed 


Da Ila*, Jan. 13 .**> — The Sanity 
Code set up to control financial aid 
to college athlete* through a cen­ 
tral agency is dead. It lived only 
three years. 
The demise came last night as 
delegates to the National Collegiate 
Athletic 
association 
commission, 
through a coalition of the south and 
east, knocked the most controversial 
item in NCAA history out by a m ar­ 
gin of three votes. 
Instead of the code the members 
of the NCAA will handle aid to 
athlete* individually. Leaders of the 
faction th at wiped out the code said 
they would award aid on the basis 
of need. 
The Sanity Code had provided for 
tuition and fees through a scholar­ 
ship with the athlete working for 
his room, board and laundry. The 
latter point had brought the most 
opposition to the code as adm inis­ 
tered by the NCAA Many schools 
said they didn't have the jobs on 
the campuses and th at the athletes 
didn't have time to work if they 
played football and passed their 
courses.

A. T here is a tendency to exag­ 
gerate this, and of course we m ust 
bear in m ind th a t m uch depends on 
i the efficiency of the drive line, not 
to m ention the design of th e car. 
In one case an output of 125 horse­ 
power was cut to 85 a t th e driving 
wheels. This Is roughly a th ird loss. 
Q Several tim es lately th e sta rter 
of my car has gone into ac tio n with 
the m otor running. T his h as h a p ­ 
pened w hen the engine is idling as 
a t a stop light.-—W. K G. 
A Y our car is one w ith a vacuum 
controlled sta rter sw itch. You will 
find th a t the .switch needs to be re- 


j placed. Do it im m ediately, before 
th e sta rte r gear burrs th e te eth on 
; th e flywheel, or chips th e m off. 
Q 
Is it true th a t som e rep lace­ 
m ent p arts should be cleaned off 
w ith solvents before installing in the 
c a r? —K R. 
A Yes, some parts, such as brake 
dru m s and clutch plates a re tre a t­ 
ed w ith a special grease to prevent 
rusting while being held in th e stock 
room. T here has been considerable 
trouble from 
failure 
to 
decrease 
these p arts before using them . 
Q 
T here is a peculiar noise at 
th e forw ard end of th e propeller 
sh a ft of my car, especially when 
sta rtin g off. It alm ost sounds like 
.someone striking the sh a ft w ith a 
ham m er. I ve heard tilts In other 
cars recently.
